SUICIDE ON A BRIDGE. 

CORONA, Sept. 21.—The body of 
Henry Metherell was found about 8 
o'clock this morning hanged from the 
west end of the Auburndale bridge.

SANTA BARBARA, Sept. 21.—The 
Santa Barbara Consolidated Electric 
Company today petitioned the Super- 
visors for a franchise for a double- 
track trolley line from Santa Barbara 
to Ortega Hill, six miles east of the 
city.
